Original claims 1, 7 and 8 were rejected under 35 O.S.C. 
102( e, as being anticipated over Calboreanu -854 ,USP 6,443,854,. 

Calboreanu -854 discloses a metal golf club head having a body 
U coated or covered with an alumina anodized layer 22 on the 
exterior, as well as an alumina anodired layer 24 on the inner 

hollow interior. 

Calboreanu <854 fails to disclose or suggest any of the 

■ • n^w claims 9-16 which recite different 
embodiments recited in new claims 
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structures or materials employed in the golf club head of the 
present invention. Therefore, significant patentable distinctions 
exist between the present invention and Calboreanu ^854 such that 
the above-noted rejection should not be made against any of these 
new claims. It is further submitted that the failure of Calboreanu 
^854 to suggest any of the features recited in new claims 9-16 also 
undermines any possible attempt to make any rejection based on 
"obviousness" under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
